The situation at present 
is Identical with that during 1033 
when the highest level reached was 
only 47 ft. 

The average date for high water Is 
around the first weelk-In August ond 
since the rains have already falien 
this year at a tlme wheri the river 
was able to absorb them there ap- 
pears to be every hope that a repeti- 
tlon of the 1931 and 1935 floods will 
be avoided. 5 

Hankow js protected from possible 
floods by a wall along the Bund, 
which was heightened by a few feet 
during the 1935 threat by the au- 
thorities of the various special dis- 
tricts and concessions.

The time has come for Hong- 
kong to take stock of the 
narcotic situation here, ant very 
seriously endeavour to combat 
an evil which is. showing no 
signs of abating, but on the 
contrary thrives increasingly. [Et 
hus Jong been a thorn in the 
conscience oof many — British 
people that the opium trade 
should ever have been coun- 
tenanced. While there are some 
who maintain that the habitual 
use Of opium = sin) small 
amounts is harmless, the bulk 
of evidence is entirely con- 
tradictory, The opium habit 
inevitably gets out of control of 
an individual, even more casily 
than the alcohol habit, and 
there is no denying the in- 
sidiousness of cither. The 
ridiculous claim that opium, and 
its. derivatives, can cure such 
things as tuberculosis and 
venereal disease has tempted 
thousands to- use this dangerous 
drug, to their complete undoing. 
There is a great difference be- 
tween relief and cure, It is un- 
thinkable that any medical 
practitioner would recommend 
liquor as a cure for venereal 
diseases; and it is just as pre- 
posterous to assert that opium 
is a specific for consumption. 
Such dreadful theories should 
be exploded. 

To get down to cases, not a 
day goes by that Revenue 
Officers, fighting a tireless cam- 
prign, do not discover some 
new branch of the narcotic in- 
dustry in Hongkong.

Mystery of the 
- Fatal Order 


ON Thuraday, Juno 22, 1893,

The latter reports only serve to 
confirm the news. There had been 
some strange, inexplicable disaster, 
In which the Victoria hud gone to ie 
bottom, und with her, the Admiral, 
twenty-two officers, and three hun- 
dred and thirty-seven) omen had 
perished, 

Although, during the weeks that 
followed, and particularly from the 
proceedings of the inevitable court 
martial, it became clear how the ac- 
cident had happened, why it happen~ 
ed remained, ond still remains, some- 
thing of a mystery, 

Yet there Is plenty of evidence 
for the principal facts. On Thursday, 
June 22, the British Mediterranean 
squadron, under the command of 
Vice-udmiral Sir George Tryon, teft 
Beyrout for Tripoli. Shortly before 
the disaster took place, the squadron, 
which consisted of eleven battleships, 
wus steaming at about cight knots in 
the formation known as Jine abreast.

The Admiral then gave a very pecu- 
Har order, He signalled that when 
the squadron had passed the spot 
where be proposed anchoring, the 
course was to be reversed by the two 
lines turning Inwards in’ succession 
(ike partners in a country dance), 
In this way the relative formation 
would be maintained when the 
squadron returned to Hs anchorage. 

Vrovided the distance Detween the 
two columns was sufficlent, the 
minnoeuvee, though unusual, wos 
perfectly feasible, On the other hand, 
if there was not enough distance, It 
ty obvious, even to the lay mind, 
that a collision was Inevitable, 

Whn the order war given, the two 
columns, us we have seen, were 1200 
yards apart, The smallest turning 
circles of both the Victorian and the 
Camperdown were 600 yards; but 
their normal ‘tarning circles must 
have been nearer 800, 

When, therefore, the two ships 
turned in towards each otber, it wis 
clear that a point would be reached 
when (he elreles, under the most 
fuvouradle ¢elreumstances, would 
meet, and more probably would jn- 
tersect In other words, assuming 
that the manocuvre was carried out, 
ay ft was meant to be carried out, 
practically simultaneously by both 
ships, nothing could) prevent a colli- 
slonm oot the point of contact or ine 
tersection, 

Although the attention of Admiral 
Tryon was thrice drawn to the undue 
proximity of the Victoria and the 
Camperdown, be persisted in his in- 
tention and flew the following signal: 

"Second division alter course tn 
succession sixteen pulnts to stare 

joaurd, preserving the order of the 
Meet, and the first division alter 
course Ino succession sixteen points 
to port, preserving the order of the 
feet.” 

In the Camperdown Admiral 
Markham and Captain Johnstone 
were quite at a loss to interpret the 
order, 

“ft is impossible,” exclained the 
Admiral to his Nag-lleutenant. “It fs 
an impractical manocuvre.” 

As the Camperdown hesitated to 
ncknowledge the order, Admiral 
Tryon signalled: “What are you 
walling for?" In his doubt Mark- 
ham signalled back that the order 
was not understood, He then con- 
sulted agaln with his captian, and to- 
nether they came te the conclusion 
iat the manocuvre must be attempt- 
ed. 

“We have got to do it," sald Mark- 
ham. 

Probably, they reasoned, the Com- 
mander-In-Chief had some plan 
which wags not yet apparent. He was 
a skilful and experienced tactician, 
and It was unthinkable that he was 
intending’ to carry out an evolution 
which must end in a collision. 

Afterwards Markham stated that 
he thought Tryon might be meaning 
to circle round his division, although 
the message certainly did not suggest 
such an interpretation. At any rate, 
the Camperdown signalled back that 
the order was understood, and the 
two leaders began to turn inwards.

What followed on bonrd the flag- 


ship is best described by the cap- 
tain, the Honourable Maurice Bourke, 


In the evidence which he gave to the 
court martial, 

“Directly the signal came down 
and the helm was put' over, the ships 


shaving swung about two points with 


the helm extreme, I satd to the Ad- 
miral, ‘We shall be very close to that 
ship, meaning the Camperdown. I 
then turned to Mr, Lawson, midship- 
man, who was my alde-de enmp, and 
told him to take the’ distance to the 
Camperdown, 

“To the best of my recollection, 
when I spoke to the Admiral he look- 
ed aft, but made no answer ot all, 
After I spoke to Mr, Lanyon I again 
anid, ‘We had better do something. 
We shail be very close to the Cam- 
perdown. All this time we were 
turning. 

"I then said to the Admiral re- 
celving no answer, Mary | go astern 
full speed with the port screw?’ 1 
asked this question to the best of my 
belie€( twice or three tlmes quickly, 
one after the other, At last he sald, 
‘Yes. The port telegraph was im- 
mediately put full speed, and with- 
out further ordets, very shortly after 
I ordered both screws to be put full 
speed astern,” 

In the Camperdown the sume orders 
bad been given and carried out. But 
it was too late. Slowly, inexorably, 
the two great ships drew near to 
each other; and within: three and a 
half to four minutes of the beginning 
of the manoeuvre they met ina ter- 
rible impact. 

The Camperdown crashed into the 
bows of the Victoria, rending and 
grinding Urrough tne Nagship's pro- 
fective armour, Below the water- 
Ine she worked an even more fatal 
mischief; for her grent steel ram 
ripped its way Into the other ship, 
much as the tusis of an clephant tears 
out the vitals of its vietini 

Dy the foree oof the impact the 
Victoria was heaved sideways bodily 
for u distance of seventy fect; and as 
she fell away from the Camperdown 
xhe bexan to heel over to starboard. 
She hid been mortally wounded. 

Yet on bourd the most perfect dis- 
cipline prevailed. The sick were 
brought up on deck, the prisoners 
were released from the guard-room, 
wood the crews were ordered to quar- 
ters, 

The men moved as on parade, and 
carried out their orders or stood in 
thelr ranks in absolute silence, Some 
of them were told off to place a col- 
liston mat over the gaping wound in 
the bows, and continued at their hope- 
Jess task until! the water was up to 
thelr waists. They were then re- 
called and fell in with the others. 

Admiral Tryon, his staff-command- 
er, bis flag-lleutenant and a midship- 
man were standing on the chart- 
house. 

“It is all my {ault,” said the Ad- 
miral sadly, as the ship began to keel 
over, and he looked down on the 
wailing ranks of hts men. 

When the collision took place the 
other ships in the squadron had at 
once made ready to launch their 
bonts. But presently the flagship 
slanalled “Annul sending boats." It 
Is believed thot the Admirnt then 
intended to steam toward. the shore, 
which was not very for away; but 
the end was too near. 

Some ten minutes after the collision 
the Admiral turned to his staff-com- 
maunder and sald, "I hink she’s go- 
ing.” = 

“Yes, slr, I thinks she Is," was the 
reply. 

The Admiral then stgnalled “Send 
boats Immediately," and noticing 
that the midshipman was still stand- 
ing by his slde, he sald. “Don't stop 
there, youngster; #0 to n boat.” But 
the boy stayed and went down with 
his chief. 

The men had fallen in with thelr 
buelss in the bulwarks, but on the 
order “Right about turn” they turn- 
ed and faced the sea. Not a man

to jump, and they rushed in swarms 
up the sloping deck and tried to 
struggle through the ports.

It was a ghastly scene, Owing, 
perhaps to the attempt which had 
been made to stenm for the shore, 
the engines were kept working un- 
ill the ship sank; so that the engine 
and furnace rooms were full of men 
who were trapped and died at their 
posts, 

Probably thelr death was meret- 
fully swift. Morcover, ag the ship 
. turned over, the racing screws were 
forced above the surface, catching 
and = mangling many unfortunate 
men, bile some huge guillotine, the 
blades whirled round, shearing off 
heads and arms and tegs; so that, to 
crown the horror of the sinking, the 
surrounding sea became red with 
blood, 

The Victoria continued to heel as 
she went down, until the water rush- 
ed in-at the funnels and reached the 
fires, There was a loud exploston, 
and with serews still racing furtous- 
ly the battleship disappeared ina 
foaming swith, 

The seo bolled and eddicd for a 
few moments round the spot where 
she hnd sunt, the surface was dotted 
with tbe hends of struggling men, 
and = from the depths came — two 
muffled reports ag the boilers burst. 

Nearly 300 men were picked up 
by the boats which hurried to the 
spot. Among these, It ls now ine 
teresting to recall, was the young 
comimnnder of the Victoria, John 
*Jellicoc, who, when the aceldent 
happened, was lying In his bunk, sick 
with fever, 

He rushed up on deck in his 
pyjamas, managed to secure un lile- 
belt, and was eventually taken into 
one of the boats. Twenty-one years 
later he was to become Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Fleet in the 
Great. War. 

The court martial on the collision 
and the toss of the Victoria was held 
ut Malta, and opencd on July 17, 
under the preskiency of Admiral Sir 
Michnel Culme-Seymour. 

After sitting for ten days and tak~ 
ing n good deal of evidence, the court 
found that the disaster hod been 
caused by the order of the Command- 
er-In-Chief, Vice-admtral Tryon; ° 
that everything possible shad been ' 
done to save the shtp and the lives of 
the men In her; and that no blame 
attached to Captain Bourke,

The court also expressed {its regret 
that Admiral Markham had not pro- 
tested more strongly against the fatat 
manoeuvre, but considered | that It 
was not in the best interests of the 
Sarvice to censure him for obeying 
the orders of his superior officer, 

Although the proceedings of the 
court established beyond reasonable 
doubt the scquence of events which 
lei to the collision, they did Uttle, 1f 
anything, to solve the mystery which 
people found, and _ still find, most 
baffling about the whole. affair. How 
was it that Admiral Tryon ever came 
to_give the fatal order? : 

When we recall the facts, the pro- 
blem becomes more puzzling than 
ever, The admiral had the reputa- 
tion of being one of the most skilful 
tacticlans and experienced sallors in 
the Royal Navy. He had held a 
number of important posts with 
credit. He belonged to the newer 
school of sclentific seamen, He had, 
for instance, recently reorganised 
our whole system of coastguard 
signals, ‘ 

From the evidence given at the 
court martial it was clear that he 
enjoyed the entire confidence of the 
oficera under his command. In fact, 
it was largely the conviction, of 
Admiral Markham that his-chief could 
not be contemplating the manoeuvre 
which the signal seemed to indicate 
that Induced him to comply with the 
order. Nor does the evidence In ony 
way help to. elucidate a problem 
which appeared to be largely psycho- 
logical, : 

If it had transpired that, Admiral 
Tryon was obsent-minded or care- 
less. or deaf, or subject to Mis of 
mental aberration, an explanation 
might have been suggested. But the . 
evidence flatly contradicted = any 
theory of the kind, It all served 
to show that the admiral was ao 
cool, well-balanced, eMcient and 
experienced sailor.

Propaganda Starts; 
Big Sum Allotted 


Tokyo, June 20. 

The Propaganda Committee of 
the Tokyo Olympic Organization 
Committee to-day approved a budget 
plan for next year, appropriating 
500,000 for preparatory propaganda 
for the 1940 Olympiad, 

The estimated expenses will be 
incurred on the following under- 
tnkings: —despotch of envoys abroad 
to canvass for the Games; establlsh- 
ment of propaganda offices through- 
out the world; preparation of printed 
matter, photographs and motion 
pictures showing what is “being done; 
constructing a model of the Olympic 
Studaum {!n Tokyo for the Interna- 
Henal Fxpertien in New York next 
year. 

The municipal authorities in 
Tokyo are planning to mobilise unl- 
versity students and members of 
various young then’s associations to 
work voluntarily this summer on the 
construction of the main Olympic 
stadium in Komnzawa, Tokyo. 

. According to the programme, 200 
students will be employed during 
the first two weeks from July 20, 
and the ‘same number of members of 
young men’s associations during the 
following two weclcs. 

Altogether it is expected that 2,- 
600 young men will thus take part 
In the construction of the stadium. 
The {dea is hailed as a timely mea- 
sure to give tralning to young people.

THE FORGOTTEN . SCOTS 


NE of the first Unings to strike a 
vinitor te the Channel Islands is 
the great number of tle round 
towers to be found all over the 
archipelago, ‘They stand, squat and 
forbidding, at all points on the coast 
Mne whieh ure not) protected 
naturally. Most of them are in 
Guernsey. 


They remain toectay as a memorial 
to the fear in which Great Britain 
held Napoleon, to the forgetfulness 
of the British Army administration, 
and the discipline ‘of the Gordon 
Highlanders, 


At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century Britain foced isolation in 
Europe, for the power of Napoleon 
hod deprived her of active alles, 
and it seemed. probable that his 
hext move in the conquest of Europe 
would be to attack British territory, 
The Channel Islands were the most 
Ulkely victims of such a plan, for to 
the French they were still Les Isles 
Normandes, The population spoke 
French, or rather a Norman dialect 
which still survives In the country 
parts, and owned allegiance to no 
one, * 

Thelr sole connection with Britain 
then, as now, was through the fact 
that the King was first the Duke of 
Normandy. They had, as they still 
have, thelr own Parllament, the 
States of Guernsey, their own laws 
and customs, and their own militia 
for service on the Island. only, A 
few miles separated them from tho 
ports of North France, and they 
looked easy victims for a Napoleonic 
invasion, 


A Strategic Potnt 


Had {t been only a case of losing 
a few islands the British administra- 
tlon might have worried little, for 
the materlal advantnge which the 
group brought to the Crown was 


very slight. The great advantage of 
Guernsey lay in the harbour of St, 
Peter Port, the main town, for it 
had strateglenl value in blocleings the 
Channel, and in attacking the const 
of France. Alternately, It would 
have been of  grent’ value to 
Napoleon had he planned a landing. 
fa Durset as it was thought he would, 


The British Government were 
scared, and with the co-operation 
of the States, for it could do nothing 
without thetr permission, build the 
squat grim little fortresses which 
still ring the coast. Only a few 
people remember the story of the 
manning of these fortresses now, 
and they only because they have 
vod reason. You might search the 
archives of’ Whitehall tong enough 
without finding a trace. 1 came on 
the story by accident, 

it_happened when I was staying 
in’ Guernsey, nt FPermaine Bay, not 
far from St..Peter Port. It wos my 
habit In the afternoons to walk down 
the water-lane which Iends-to the 
shore, and basic In the sunshine at the 
foot of the Martello Tower. Beside the 
tower was a little tenshop; I knew 
It well, taking tea there every day

The Yellow River is flowing across 
flat Honan plains Crom Kalfeng past 
Chowkiakou, ©75 miles south, and 
Taiho 

Chowkinhou has already been 
evacuated by the Chinese defenders, 
who are falling, back across the Pel- 
ping-Hankow Ratiway, 

It cannuet be occupled ‘by the 
‘ Jnpanese, who are being forced back 
towards the Tientsin-Pukow Rallway. 

Thus food waters are threatening 
un involuntary truce in the greatest 
wir the Far East has ever known. 

There is a distinct possibility that 
the Yellow River waters will

Borrowed Oilskin 


Shortly after, Dwyer went on duty 
as port look-out and as it was rain- 
ing he was Ient an oilskin by Ordin-~ 
ary Seaman Gibson, whom’ he re- 
lieved. Before that he had met 
another seaman called Murphy on 
the flag deck. On Murphy telling 
him that Dickinson tad been shot, 
Dwyer smiled, 

While he appeared cool and culm

We come back to the orlginn] ques- 
tion. How came Admiral Tryon to 
give so impossible an order, to per- 
sist In It despite the representations

At the time a number of theories 
were put forward, some of which 
were neither gencrous nor particu- 
larly intelligent, and are therefore 
best Ignored. 

An explanation better worth con- 
sidering than most of the theories 
pronounced jis to be found in what 
we mny term the “blind spot” solu- 
tion, which at least appeals to some- 
thing that Is a famillar experience 
wih many of us. 

It may happen to un to take a 
particular walk every day, from our 
home to our office, or from our office 
to our club, or from the station to 
our home. 

Each day we make that little 
Journey in precisely the same way; 
we follow an identical — route, 
cross the street at exactly the same 
point. Then one day, for no reason 
that we can explain, we make 4 
change: we take a different turning, 
or we cross the street at a different 
point. 

Some tiny change, of which we 
were quite unconscious, has taken 
plaice in the mechanism of our brains, 
and folted us, as it were, out of our 
fnmiliur groove. 

Or asin, most of us have known 
what it is to add up some simple 
Qgzures, and fall to arrive ata cor 
reet total: to add them up again and 
to fail again; and even a third time, 
with the sume result. In the end 
we find, perhaps, that we have been 
adding together = elght: and seven, 
and making the sum 13. 

We know quite well that elght 
and seven do not make 13, but by 
some curious mental kink we have 
for a while made and persisted tn 
the mistake, Or, In the same way 
it may happen that someone will 
put to us a perfectly simple and 
obvious proposition, and for a few 
minutes we are stricken with un ob- 
tuseness which forbids our compre- 
hension. 

A little later we cannot understand 
how we could have falled to sce the 
point ot once. 

Even a maching, which has been 
running smoothly for weeks, will sud- 
denly und for no apparent reason go 
wrong, and as suddenly and as In- 
comprehensibly recover, And men's 
brains are not machines.

May not some.accident of this na- 
ture be the truce explanation of the 
order which caused the sinking of the 
Victoria? The whole tragedy, long as 
it may appear in the telling, took 


place in a very brief space of time. 

At 2.30 p.m., or thereabouts, the 
order ‘vas being discussed in the 
Admiral’s cabin. At 3.30 p.m, the 
Victoria was sinking, and Admiral 
Tryon was not only deeply conscious 
of his tragic error, but was dealing, 
in a cool und rational way, with the 
terrible situation which had: arisen. 

It fs not possible that during the 
early afternoon of Thursday, June 22, 
he suffered from one of those quecr 
mental Japses of which many of us 
have had personal experience? That 
is at least a possible theory, which 
in the absence of any better explana- 
tion we mnoy be inclined to accept. 

The order was Admiral Tryon’s 
“blind spot.”

GO TO WAR 


The time bas come for Hong- 
kong to take stock of the 
narcotic situation here, and very 
seriously endeavour to combat 
an vvil which is showings no 
signs of abating, but on the 
contrary thrives increasingly. It 
has long been thorn in the 
conscience of many — British 
people that the opium trade 
should ever have been coun- 
tenaneed. While there are some 
who maintain that the habitual 
use oof opium sin small 
amounts is harmless, the bulk 
of evidence is entirely con- 
tradictory, The opium habit 
inevitably gets out. of control of 
an individual, even more easily 
than the alcohol habit. and 
there is no denying the 
sidiousness of  cither. The 
ridiculous claim that opium, and 
its derivatives, can cure such 
things as tuberculosis and 
venereal disease has tempted 
thousands to use this dangerous 
drug, lo their complete undoing. 
There is a great difference be- 
tween relief and cure. It ig un- 
thinkable that any medical 
practitioner would recommend 
liquor’as a cure for venereal 
diseases; and it is just as pre- 
posterous to assert that opium 
is a specific for consumption. 
Such dreadful theories should 
be exploded. 

To get down to cases, not a 
day oes by that Revenuc 
Officers, fighting a tireless’ cam- 
paign, do not discover some 
new branch of the narcotic in- 
dustry in Hongkong. It ig not 
a far-fetched assumption to say 
that hundreds of opium divans 
known to them during the past 


a“ 


J several years have been raided, 


but that other hundreds have 
never been discovered. It ig not 
untrue to say that in spite of 
their splendid labours the Re- 
venue Officers are not sufficient- 
ly numerous to combat this 
growth effectively. And there 
is a growth. The raiding squads 
will be the first to admit it. 
Thoy know. They probably also 
know, or guess, that they are up 
against’ something bigger than 
n few thousands of petty dis- 
tributorg of narcotics,.

- Fatal Order 


ON Thursday, June 22, 1893,

All 
the world knew that the Admiral was 
with his squadron in Mediterrancan

While London was doing and dan- 
cing its way through that June night, 
alrendy a dreadful thing: had happen- 
ed, The Orst rumours of it arrived 
curly on Friduy morning with a cable 
from the British Consul at Tripoli in 
Syria; and by eleven o'clock, when 
an oMelal wire reached the Ad- 
miralty, the news had become pretty 
widely known in certain well-inform- 
ed circles, 

The Victoria, the Miuygship of Ad+ 
miral Sir George Tryon, while 
manoeuvring off the coast of Syria 
the previous afternoon, had collited 
with another battleship, the Cam- 
perdown, and had sunk with fearful 
loss of life, 

The latter reports only serve to 
confirm the news, 
some strange, inexplicable disaster, 
in which the Victoriu had gone to the 
bottom, and with her, the Admiral, 
twenty-two officers, and three hun- 
dred sand thirty-seven) men had 
perished, 

Although, during the weeks that 
followed, und particularly from the 
proceedings of the inevitable court 
martial, it became clear how the ac- 
eldent had happened, why It huppen- 
ed remained, and still remaina, some- 
thing of a mystery, 

Yet there {ts plenty of evidence 
for the principal facts. On Thursday, 
June 22, the British Mediterranean 
sqitadron, under the tommand of 
Vice-admiral Sir George Tryon, left 
Beyrout for Tripoli. Shortly before 
the disaster took plnee, the squadron, 
which consisted of cleven battleships, 
wus stcaming at about cight knots in 
the formation known as line abreast.

going to put a stop to a dirty 
organised business. 

The emergency is particularly 
grave because of the increasing- 
ly widespread use of heroin and 
other such drugs, much worse 
in their effect upon the addict 
than opium.

It will thus be seen that the Cam- 
perdown, commanded by Admiral 
Markham, was Ieiding the port 
column, and Admiral Tryon's fing~ 
ship the Victoria, the starboard 
column; ond that between the two 
columns there was o distance of six 
cables, or 1200 yards, 

The Admiral then gave a very pecu- 
Har order, He slgnalicd that when 
the squadron had pnssed the spot 
where he proposed anchoring, the 
course Was to be reversed by the two 
lines turning inwards {n successton 
(ike partners In a country dance). 
In this way the relative formation 
would be maintained when the 
squadron returned to ite anchorage. 

Provided the distance between the 
two culumns was sufliclent, the 
manoeuvre, though unusual, was 
perfectly feasible. On the other hand, 
if there wos not enough distance, It 
Is obvious, even to the Jay mind, 
that a collislon wag Inevitable, 

Whn the order was given, the two 
columns, as we have scen, were 1200 
yards apart. The smallest turning 
circles of both the Victorian and the 
Cumperdown were 600 yards; but 
their normal turning circles must 
have been nenrer 800. 

When, therefore, the two ships 
turned in towards cach other, it was 
clear that a point would be reached 
when the circles, under the most 
favourable circumstances, would 
meet, and more probably would in- 
tersect, In other words, assuming 
that the manoeuvre was carried out, 
as It Was meant. to be carried out, 
practically simultaneously by both 
ships, nuthing could prevent a colll- 
sion at the point of contact or in- 
tersectlon, 

Although the attention of Admiral 
Tryon was thrice drawn to the undue 
proximity of the Victoria und the 
Camperdown, he persisted in his in~ 
tention and flew the following signal:

In the Camperdown — Admiral 
Markham and Captain Johnstone 
were quite at a loss to interpret the 
order. 

“It ts impossible,” excluincd the 
Admiral to his Mag-lHeutenant. “It is 
on impractical manocuvre." 

As the Camperdown hesitated to 
acknowledge the order, Admiral 
Tryon sfgnalled: “What are you 
waiting for?" In his doubt Mark- 
ham signalled back that the order 
was not understood. He then con- 
sulted again with his captian, and to- 
gether they came to the conclusion 
iat the manoeuvre must be attempt- 
ed, 

“We have got to do it,” said Mark- 
ham, 

Probably, they reasoned, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief had = some plan 
which was not yet apparent, He was 
a sicilful and experienced tactician, 
and it was unthinkable that he was 
intending to carry out an evolution 
which must end In a collision. 

Afterwards Markham stated that 
he thought Tryon might be meaning 
to circle round his division, although 
the message certalnly did not suggest 
such an_interpretation. At any rate, 
the Camperdown signalled back thot 
{he order was understood, and the 
two leaders began to turn inwards.

“ET then said to the Admiral re- 
celving no answer. May I go astern 
full speed with the port screw?’ I 
asked this question to the best of my 
belief twice or three times quickly, 
one after the other. At last he sald, 
‘Yes... The port telegraph was im- 
mediately put full speed, and with- 
out further orders, very shortly after 
1 ordered both screws to be put full 
speed astern.” : 

In the Camperdown the same orders 
had been given and enrried out. But 
it was too Jate. Slowly, inexorably, 
the two great ships drew near to 
eoch other; and within three and a 
half to four minutes of the beginning 
of the manocuvre they met In oe ter- 
rible impact, 

The Camperdown crashed into the 
bows of the Victorfa, rending and 
grinding through the flagship's pro- 
tectlve armour, Below the water- 
Ine she worked an even more fatal 
mischief; for her great steel ram 
ripped its way into the other ship, 
much as the tusk of an elephant tears 
out the vitals of its victhm. 

By the force of the jmpnct the 
Victorta was heaved sideways bodily 
for a distance of seventy feet; and os 
she fell away from the Camperdown 
she bean to heel over to starboard. 
She had been mortally wounded, 

Yet on bonrd the most perfect dis- 
ceipline prevailed. The sick were 
brought up on deck, the prisoners 
were released from the guard-room, 
and the crews were ordered to quar- 
ters, 

The men moved us on pnrade, and 
carried out thelr orders or stood in 
their ranks in absolute silence, Some 
of them were told off to place a col- 
lision mat over the gaping wound in 
the bows, nnd continued at thelr hope- 
Jeas tasit until the water was up to 
their walsts. They were then re~- 
called and fell in with the others. 

Admiral Tryon, his staff-command- 
er, his flag-Ilcutenant and a midship- 
man were standing on the chart- 
house, 

“It is all my fault,” sald the Ad- 
miral sadly, as the ship began to kecl 
over, and he looked down on the 
watting ranks of his men. 

When the collision took place the 
other ships in the squadron had at 
once made ready to launch thelr 
boats, But presently the flagship 
signalled “Annul sending boats." [t 
Is, belteved that the Admiral then 
intended to steam toward the shore, 
which was not very far away; but 
the end was too near. 

Some ten minutes after the collision 
the Admiral turned to his .staff-com- 
mander and sald, “I hint she's go- 
Ing.”

The Admiral then algnatled “Send 
boats immediately,” and noticing 
that the midshipman was stlll stand- 
ing by his stde, he said. “Don't stop 
there, youngster; go to a boat.”

It was oa ghostly scence, Owing, 
perhaps to the attempt which had. 
been made to steam for the shore, 
the engines were kept worling un- 
til the ship sank; so that the engine 
and furnace rooms were full of men 
who were trapped and died at thelr 
posts, 

Probably their denth was mercl- 
fully swift. Morcover, os the ship 
turned, over, the racing screws were 
forced above the surface, catching 
and mangling many  unfortunnfe 
men, Like some huge guillotine, the 
blades whirled round, shearing off 
hends ond arms and legs; so that, to 
crown the horror of the sinking, the 
surrounding sea becume red with 
blood, 

The Victoria continued to heel as 
she went down, until the water rush- 
ed in at the funnels and reached the 
fires,, There was n loud explosion, 
nnd with screws still racing furlous- 
ly the battleship disappeared 
fonming swirl. 

The sen boiled and eddied for a 
few moments round the spot where 
she hnd sunk, the surface was dotted 
with the heads of struggling men, 
and from the depthra came two 
muMed reports as the bottlers burst. 

Nearly 300 men were picked up 
by the bonts which hurried to the 
spot. Among these, It ts now in- 
teresting to recall, was the young 
commander of the Victoria, John 
Jellicoe, who, when the accident 
happened, was lying In his bunk, siek 
with fever, 

He rushed up) on deck in his 
pyjamas, monoged to secure gy lite- 
belt, and was eventually taken into 
one of the boats. Twenty-one years 
later he was to become Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Fleet in the 
Great War. 

The court martial on the collision 
and the loss of the Victoria was held 
at Malta, and opened on July 17, 
under the pres{dency of Admtral Sir 
Michacl Culme-Seymour. . 

After sitting for ten days and‘ tak- 
ing a good deal of: evidence, the court 
found that the disaster hand been 
caused by the order of the Command- 
er-In-Chief, Vicc-admiral Tryon; 
that everything passible had been 
done to save the ship and the lives of 
the men In her; and _that-no blame 
attached to Captain Bourke. .

The court also expressed its regret 
that Admiral Markham had not pro- 
tested more strongly against the fatal 
manocuvre, but considered that it 
was not in the best interests of the 
Sarvice to censure him for. obeying 
the orders of his superior officer, 

Although the proceedings of the 
court established beyond reasonable 
doubt the sequence of events which 
led to the collision, they did little, if 
anything, to solve the mystery which 
people found, and still find, most 


baffling about the whole affair, -- How ~ 


was ft that Admiral Tryon ever came” 
to give the fatal order? ; 

When we recall the fuets, the pro- 
blem becomes more puzzling than 
ever, The admiral had the reputa- 
tlon of being one of the most skilful 
tacticlans and experienced sailors in 
the Royal Navy.’ He hnd held a 
number of important posts with: 
eredit, He belonged to the newer 
school of scientific seamen. -He hnd, ‘ 
for instance, recently reorganised 
our. whole system of coastguard 
signals. 

From the evidence given at .the ” 
court martial it wags clear that he 
enjoyed the entire confidence of the 
officers under his command, In fact, 
it was largely the conviction of 
Admiral Markham that his chief could 
not be contemplating the manocuvre 
which the sfgnal seemed to indicate 
that induced him to comply with the 
order. Nor does the evidence in any 
way help to elucidate a. problem 
which appeared to be largely psycho- 
Togleal. : 

If It had transpired that Admiral 
Tryon was absent-minded or care- 
Iess or deaf, or subject to fits of 
mental -aberration,’ an explanation 
might have been suggested. .But the 
evidence flatly contradicted any 
theory of the Iind.

Accuses Japan

Restriction Of Opium 
Production To Be 
Discussed In Geneva 


Geneva, June 20. 

A lively exchange between the 
Chinese and Japanese delegates 
occurred at to-day’s meeting of the 
Lengue of Natlons’ Advisory Com- 
mittee on Opium Trafic. 

The Committee discussed a pro- 
posal by the Turkish delegate that in 
order to-prepare the ground for a 
conference to mit the cultivation of 


the oplum poppy, en conference of 
opium producing countries should 
first be called to fix minimum prices. 

Mr. Amou, the Japanese delegate, 
sald that if such a conference should 
be called, Manchukuo, as a produc- 
ing country, must be Invited to attend. 
Dr. Hoo, the Chinese delegate, re- 
torted: “By raising such questions, 
Japan wants to torpedo the confer- 
ence for the limitation of poppy 
cultivation.

THE FORGOTTEN SCOTS 


NE of the first things to strike a 
visitor to the Channel Islands 1s 
the grent number of little round 
towers to be found all over the 
archipelago, They stand, squat and 
forbiddlng, at all points on the coust 
Une which are not protected 
naturally, Most of ‘them ure in 
Guernsey. 


They remaln to-day as a memorial 
fo the fear In which Great Britain 
held Napoleon, to the forgetfulness 
of the British Army «administration, 
and the discipline of the Gordon 
Highlanders, 


At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century Britain faced isolatian in 
Europe, for the power of Napolcon 
had deprived her of active alltes, 
and If seemed probable that hts 
next move In the conquest of Europe 
would be to attack British territory. 
The Channel Islands were the most 
Nkely victims of such o plan, for to 
the French they were still Les Isles 
Normandes. The population spoke 
French, or rather a Norman dialect 
which still’ survives in the country 
parts, and owned allegiance to no 
one. 

Their sole connection with Britain 
then, ns now, was through the ‘fact 
that the King was first the Dulce of 
Normandy. ‘They had, as they still 
have, thelr own Parliament, the 
States of Guernsey, thelr own laws 
and customs, and thelr own militia 
for service on the island only. A 
few miles separated them from the 
ports of North France, and they 
looked easy victims for a Napoleonic 
Invasion, 


A Strategic Point 


Had {t. been only a case of losing 
a few Islands the Britis administra- 
tion might have worrled little, for 
the material advantage which the 
group brought to the Crown was

The great advantage of 
Guernsey lay in the harbour of St, 
Peter Port, the muoin town, for It 
had strategical value {n blocking the 
Channel, and in attacking the const 
of France.

The British Government were 
seared, and with the co-operation 
of the States, for tt could do nothing 
without thelr permission, bulld the 
squat grim little fortresses which 
ati ring the coast. Only a few 
people remember the story of the 
monning of these fortresses now, 
und they only because they have 
good retson, You might search the 
archives of Whitchall long enough 
without finding no trace, I came on 
the story by accident.
